The fUly. wliiltl Barton had h*r, eraa 
running at Klnwsrra, and about two or three 
year* ago Mr. Harton eacliangcd her fi.rsn- 
other ni vre with Mr. Frederick Huntley. A 
persnn of ih* name uf Jamaa Lynn knew the 
ftlly whilst she belonged to Mr, tlrimthi, and 
we* present when thai gentlemen aold her lo 
Mr. Barton, About a year and nine mnnthaagn, 
Lynn lew tha mara at Kiaearra with a oult at 
her heel, apparently abcul four months old, 
and be had nertuentoppartuniliei of seeing the 
mara and ooit afterward*; three montlui ririce, 
the cull, bring then eighteen man tha old, was 
■sen by Lynn in Mr. (Jordon a atockyard, near 
where nriaoncr waa living ; il had a halter on, 
and aubssqurnlly l.ynu saw il in the Stable or 
horsa boa of ihe pruwrrct.
